FAMOUS WALL STREET CORNERS | 


One Notable Operation Was That of Jay 
Gould in Northwestern Stocks 


Bome Years Ago. 


._ New York, May 9.—[Special.]~Wall street 
corners in stocks happen occasionally, but 
they not common. There was a virtual 
corner in Third Avenue railroad stock early 
last year at the time the Metropolitan Street 
railway company took over the property.

One of the famous Wall street corners was 
the corner in Chicago and Northwestern 
stock, which was engineered years ago by 
Jay Gould. Of that Henry Clews said today:

cut in deep in certain places and less deep in 
others. -Gould -was loaded, however, with 
the stock afterward in a dead market And 
did not wind up with much profit. The effect 
of a corner has often been to deaden the cor- 
nered stock for a prolonged period after, and 
the aggregate of the interest cost to carry it 
eats up what profits usually are made. 

“The corner prior to Northwestern was 
the corner ‘Billy’ Marston engineered in 
Prairie du Chien, which caused\ immense 
losses to the shorts and some profits to 
himself. . Although he made money on the 
corner, it bankrupted him to carry the stock, 
for afterward its deadening by the corner 
caused a tremendous depreciation in its mar- 
ket value.”* |. 

Mr. Clews said that he remembered that in 
some previous corners as high as 15 to 20 
per cent had been paid for the use of stock 
for one day. 

The tradition as to the Harlem “ corner,” 
which was engineered by Comm Van- 
derbilt, is still remembered. When itseemed 
likely that the Legislature would pass the 
bill to consolidate the Hudson River and 
Harlem frailroads the Commodore bought 
stock in anticipation of the rise, which would 
naturally follow the passage of the bill. The 
legislators, however, defeated the bill and 
sold the stock short. The Commodore kept 
on buying with some assistance until he had 
27,000 shares more of Harlem stock to his 
account than was in existence. When the 
legislators asked for a compromise he fixed 
the price at $1,000 a share, but later reduced it 
to $2885. Many of the legislators were ruined 
and several houses went under. 


CORNER IN MESSENGER BOYS. 


Normal Supply Multiplied Several 
Times Is Not Enough—Many Se- 
cure Large Tips. 


New York, May 9.—[Special.]—Amid the 
tumult in the Wall street district today 
there was one important element that fat- 
tened as never before, perhaps. In and out 
through the. surging multitude of brokers 
and “lambs” moved, in the even tenor of 
his way, the messenger boy. He was about 
the only plutocrat throughout the whole dis- 
trict who. was not racked with doubt and 
fear. He was in a small way the master of 
the situation. A conservative estimate placed 
the number of messengers employed in the 
financial district during the day at between 
2,500 and 3,000, and yet this huge force was 
entirely inadequate to meet the unprecedent- 
ed demands made upon it. 

When the down-town office of the Ameri- 
can District company in Exchange court 
opened at 7 o’clock there was already a long 
list of men at the door waiting to employ 
messengers. The company usually employs 
about 150 boys fn that office. During the last 
two weeks it has had to increase this num- 
ber to more than 300, and it became ap- 
parent early this morning that this force 
would be entirely inadequate. Drafts were 
made upon all the wup-town offices and 
branches, until a force of 150 boys had been 
gleaned for the down-town service, 4 

This force, in turr® was overwhelmed with 
business. Clerks from the main office and 
even linemen and the drivers of repair 
wagons were pressed into the service, until 
during the afternoon a force of 600 mes- 
sengers was being rushed through the finan- 
clal district by this company alone. Boys 
were given as many as twenty-five mes- 
sages each to deliver. '

DECIDE TO PRESENT CLAIM. 


Indemnity from China Will Be Placed at 
450,000,000 Taels — Discuss . 
Methods of Baising Money. 


PEKIN, May 9.—An indemnity claim of 
450,000,000 taels will be presented to the 
Chinese plenipoterttiaries this evening. Offi- 
cial Chinese throughout the empire have 
been communicating with the court and giv- 
ing advice. Most of them seem to favor a 


loan guaranteed by the foreign powers. 


Others, prominent among whom is Chang 
Chi Tung, believe in raising the money in 
every possible way without a loan and in 
paying off the entire demand within five 
years.

Yards and by them it was forwarded to 
Champaign. Then Smith went to the Sara- 
toga Hotel and registered. About 8 o'clock 
he retired to his room on the first floor. 
Late at night guests on the top floor com- 
plained of escaping. gas and the hotel boys 
were put at work hunting for the leak, but 
with no results. About 11 o’clock yesterday 
morning Chief Engineer James Isaacson de- 
tected. the odor of gas and traced K to Smith’s 
room, which he entered. He found one jet 
wide open and the other partly so, while 
Smith was lying on the bed in a comatose 
condition. 
On the dressetday a bill of sale for his cat- 
tle, while near it lay a letter sent by his ntece’ 
early in April in which she condoled with him 
for the loss of his wife and youngest daugh- 
ter. These pointed to suicide, and Dr. Tall- 
man, who is attending Smith, and the man-. 
} ager of thethotel favored that theory until. 
it was discovered Smith’s money had been’ 
| sent to Homer and the letter had been used 
in summing up the receipts of the day. i 
It is supposed that Smith, unacquainted 
with electric light, had tried to turn it out 
and had turned the key to the gas jet instead. 
When the light failed to go out he tried the 
right key, but forgot to turn back that of the 
gas.

Serious Trouble Imminent oif Account 


of Wabash’s Differentials on East- 
- , Bound Traffic from KansasCity. _ 


New York, May 9.—[Special.]—Eastern ex- 
ecutives of: some of thé Western railroads 
are ng reports from their traffic man- 
agers. that serious trouble.is imminent in 
consequence of the controversy over the Wa- 
bash differential rates east-bound out of 
Kansas City. All of the passenger associa-

When the Duke of York opened the new 
federal Parliament of Australia yesterday 
he set in motion a piece of governmental 
machinery almost as complicated as that of 
the United States.

Since the Massachusetts Supreme Court 
has decided that the hotel bars as well as 
the saloons in Boston must close at il 
o'clock, the have suffered a 
considerable loss of patronage.

It is not likely that this plan will furnish 
a solution for the difficulty.

It is true that two Chicago brokers have 
failed, but that was owing to Wall street 
and not to La Salle street speculations. 

The Evening Post finds in the rise of the 
West in population, wealth, and financia} 
confidence an explanation of its more ex- 
tensive operations in Wall street, but it | 
does not seem quite to understand why 
“this young and rich interior community 
has engaged iti a ‘boom’ of stock specula- 
tion on a scale ®o large dnd so reckless 
as that of England in 1856 or New York in 
1872.” ; 

A partial explanation may be found in 
the recent organization of vast industria! 
combinations which have taken in so many 
Western manufacturing establishments. Of 
the men who have sold out their Western 
properties at a high price and ha ken 
their pay in the stock of new ions, 
some have sold a portion of their holdings 
to the “lambs” and have used the re- 
mainder as security for leans. With the 
money thus obtained they have speculated 
extensively and not always judiciously, 
throwing their suddenty acquired fortunes } 
into the maeistrom of Wall street in the 
hope of doublingthem. 
» Bome Western men have intensified, it

Attacks Present System. 

Professor Arnold Tompkins, principal of 
the school, daid: “ I have sympathy for the 
students who are disappointed by the action 
of the board, but I do not expect their appeal 
will bring about any change in conditions. If 
the Doard has just so many positions to give, 
I suppose it will have to make a restriction 
somewhere. The mistake is in the school 
system. It seéms to be the idea the schools 
‘are maintained for the teachers. It is a flaw 
in the whole system to guarantee positions to 
students when they enter the Normal. High 
school students are encouraged to graduate 
in hopes of finding places as teachers. The 
implied argument is that for their long serv- 
ice as pupils in the public schools, the Board 
of Education should be bound morally to fur- 
nish them a living at publie expense. It is 
also wrong to restrict the attendance of the 
Normal to Chicago high school graduates. 
Outsiders should pay tuition, but if outsiders, 
better educated than Chicago high school 
students, apply for admission, it is the duty 
of the board to give them that chance of get- 
ting better training. As it is now a univer- 
sity graduate cannot enter our Normal 
School dnd get a city school cadetship, unless 
a graduate of a Chicago high school.”

This story, based on a midapprehension of

Now, it is perfectly true that in ancient 
times, especially-in the earliest days of the 
Roman Church, there were several instances. 
of Popes taking possession of the chair of 
St. Peter, not by virtue of election But on 
the strength of appointment by their pre- 
decessor. But this practice was doneaway 
with and rendered impossible by various 
bulls issued in the fourteenth, fifteenth, and 
sixteenth centuries, which vested the elec- 
tion of the Popes exclusively ip thé hands of . 
the College’ of Cardinals, the number. of 
which was and remains limited to seventy. 

Nor have thie rules and fundamental 
laws of the Roman Catholic Church’been in 
any way modified or affected by the procia- 
mation of papal infallibility thirty years ago. 
The Vatican Council when it proclaimed in- 
fallibility was careful to refrain from de- 
claring that the Pope was infalliiile when fhe 
spoke ex-cathedra, because -he-was. “ in- 
spired.”” In fact, it expressly. avoided the 
use of the word “ inspiration "' and employed 
‘the word “ assistance,” the difference be- 
tween the two being that “inspiration *’ im- 
plies exclusively divine origin to the- papal 
Gecisiong ex-cathedra, whereas .“ assist-

the report of the commission which ‘drew 
up the decree by means of which infallibiil- 
ty became a doctrine of the chureh.
